The Republican leaders in Congress 


are not entitled to credit for sincerity 
for removing the 
coal tariff. 
They 


were compelled to take action by the 
indignant people who were facing a 
fuel famine, such as the country has 
never before experienced. 


The lack of sincerity by the Repub- 


lican leaders is shown by the fact that 
the duty is simply suspended for one 
year. The importers will still have to 
pay the duty on foreign coal, hut they 
will get it back in the form of a re- 
bate.

By Means of an Eleclricii! 


the Entfineor Has Coimtantly Be- 
fore HIM Eye aa Automatic Signal 
\Vliicli Instantly Tt'ursss Him oCAny 
Danger From Collision. 


A full description of the new safety 


appliances for German railway trains 
has been sent to the state department 
at "Washington by Frank II. Mason.t 
consul general at Berlin. Although in- 
tended for use on s'teain railroads, the 
devices are operated by electricity and 
require a third rail in the track. Mr. 
Mason's description of recent experi- 
ments is in part as follows: 


Midway between tbo rails is laid « 


light third rail of the ordinary T pat- 
tern, the joints of.jvliich arc HO con- 
nected as to form a continuous conduct- 
or. Midway under the forward part of 
the engine is bung the working instru- 
ment, an electrical apparatus intloncd 
iu a square case or jacket occupying a 
cubic foot of space. Tbe instrument is 
connected with a contact shoo, which 
slides along tbe thirdT,rail and by wires 
with a telephone ;ind electric alarm 
beli in the cab of the"reughie driver and 
a red incandescent lamp which is light- 
ed by. the same impulse that routes the 
alarm bell into action. A further im- 
provement of the device sets the elec- 
tric brakes on the engine or entire train 
simultaneously with'the alarm signal 
which sounds the bell-arid lights tin- 
lamp. The apparatus is so adjusted 
and arranged that the engineer can at 
tiny moment by touching a K-VLT satisfy 
himself that it is in full working condi- 
tion. 


The tests on Nov. 12 were conducted 


on the main line from Frankfurt to 
Hanau, between the stations Sacbscn- 
bausen and Goldstein, and a transla- 
tion of the official report will illustrate 
concisely the working of the apparatus. 
Two locomorives, numbered respective- 
ly 290 and 1.420. bid been equipped 
with the new devU-". and the- experi- 
ments proceeded us follows: Engine 
290, drawing a pper-ial train and ap- 
proaching Sachsenimusen at f'.:Il speed, 
reccired the danger .--Jgnal and came to 
a full stop. 
The Oliver of 200 then 


asked b:»- telephone the caiibc of the 
signal and recched from the keeper of 
a grade crossing half a mile in front 
word that :i wagon had broken down in 
crossing the track and obstructed the 
line. After ten minutes' wait the en- 
gineer of 200 rccehed word by tele- 
phone that the cb>truction had bee:: 
cleared away and thereupon resumed 
his trip. 


A mile farther on the signal on 290 


again sounded, and tue driver was in- 
formed by teleph'n:'-. as before, that 
the semaphore rou:i<; a curve and more 


than half a mih; distant was .set at 
"bait.'' 
Thereupon 'engine 2!)l) slowed 


down and proceeded cautiously, sound- 
ing its whistle ;it short inti>r\iiU, the 
telephone bell in the. driver's c;il> ring- 
ing continuously until the cuno \\iis 
rnuniieu, wli-r. the ringing ceased, noti- 
fying tbe engineer that the semaphore 
hail changed to '"track clear.'"

The architect was told to 
provide a commanding situation for it, 
and Mrs. Carnegie admitted it into her 
plans, she being the chief architect. 
The order was given more than two 
years ago. Tiio best seasoned and most 
valuable woods were procured for the 
orcan and the finest metal. When com- 
pleted it had cost between $30,000 and 
.$-}'>, 000. 


In his travels Mr. Carnegie Iia/l been 


entranced by the possibilities of the 
organs in the palaces of Europe and in 
the homes of the landed gentry. Ne.xt 
to the idea of giving his little dnughU-r 
plenty of light and air in the uew home 
came the wish H> have music of the 
grand order, and the results obtained 
have pleased Mr. Carnegie. 


The organ builder was instructed to 


make' the instrument the acme of his 
art. 
While the volume of-sousjd was 


not to be minimized the stipulation was 
made that every possible adaptation 
should be utilized, so that music of the 
highest order f-ould be produced at atiy 
rim", even without the aid of an organ- 
ist.

in (be world, writes the Kiiiigcr corre-

Tills carrier will cuut-c the bringing 
of many million feet of lumber down 
the IVnobwot river (o the sawmills of 
Maine which under the conditions that 
have prevailed since lumbering began 
in .Maine would go down Die St. John 
river to Now Hruns\viek mills, although 
the logs weie cut in Maine. 


The log carrier run:-, over tho rising 


ground that divides the watershed of 
the Allegash river and the eastern 
branch of the Peiiobscot. Ihe Alk-gu^h 
being a tributary of the M. .John. The 
carrier is 3.000 feet long, .- nd its cable 
is O.Oiiu feet, 
it in built to last for 


years and when running at its regular 
speed will deliver seven thirty foot logs 
a minute, or about 4.0(10,000 feet a day. 
It will carry at a time 100 logs of that 
length. 


The cable is of steel rope an inch and 


a quarter in diameter and weighs* 100 
tons. Tho motive power for operating 
the plant connected with the carrier 
consists of a Westinghouse automatic 
compound engine of 330 horsepower 
ami two sixty horsepower boilers of the 
locomotive type. The carrier will be Jn 
use for the first time when the driving 
begins ne.\t season—that is, about the 
firat of Mav.
